Srarement of Onsectsyanp REASONS. 


This Bill has two objects,—first to enhance ‘the 
rate of port dues leviable in Moulmein and Bassein 5” 
secondly, to provide for the establishment and 
maintenance of lighthouses in the eastern part of 
the Bay of Bengal. 


The enhancement referred to amounts to one 
anna six pie per ton for every sea-going vessel of 
the burden of 25 tons and upwards, Which shall 
enter either of the said ports. The additional sum 
so raised will be applied to the maintenance of 
the existing Burmese port lights. # 

Dues are not now leviable to provide for the: 
maintenance of the lights on the Cocos and on the 
Alguada Reef, nor for the establishment and main- 
tenance of lights and beacons on the ter Reef 
and elsewhere in the eastern part of the Bay of 
Bengal. The Bill accordingly providia, for the 
levy of the dues required, and contains other neces« 
sary provisions which are modelled” on sections, 
8 to 18 of the Straits Settlement Lights Act 
(No. XIII of 1854).
